Milford  Haven  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962.  Details  will 
be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The  main  items  may  be  summarised 
as  follows :- 

Population  - 

The  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by  approximately 
2,000  (20^)  since  1947.  There  has  been  a gradual  upward  trend  over 
the  past  16  years. 

Births  - 

The  General  Birth  Rate  maintained  the  high  level  shown  over  the 
past  five  years,  and  is  considerably  higher  than  the  National  Rate. 

There  was  an  increase  (2)  in  the  number  of  Still-births,  and  a 
decrease  (2)  in  the  number  of  Illegitimate  births.  The  former  is  much 
higher,  and  the  latter  much  lower  than  the  National  average. 

Deaths  - 

The  General  Death-rate  for  the  District  was  a little  higher 
than  the  previous  year,  but  still  compares  favourably  with  the  National 
Rate. 


Deaths  attributable  to  degenerative  vascular  conditions  of  the 
Heart,  Brain  and  Circulatory  System  still  account  for  $($>  of  total  deaths, 
with  sex  distinction  in  favour  of  females. 

Cancer  accounts  for  the  next  highest  mortality  group,  18%  of 
total  deaths,  with  very  little  sex  distinction.  The  annual  number  of 
deaths  from  Cancer,  over  the  past  1 6 years,  varies  from  1 6 (lowest)  to 
26  (highest),  the  average  number  being  20,  There  has  been  no  exceptional 
increase  in  Cancer  in  the  District  in  general,  or  in  particular.  The 
Cancer  Death  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  National  Rate. 

There  was  a large  fall  in  the  number  of  Infant  deaths  over  the 
previous  year.  The  annuel,  number  of  Infant  deaths  over  the  past  15 
years  varies  from  2 (lowest)  to  12  (highest),  with  an  average  of  7.  The 

figure  of  7 for  1962  conforms  to  the  average,  but  should  be  5%  to  compare 
favourably  with  the  National  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

There  was  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of  Violent  and 
Accidental  deaths  over  the  previous  year.  Road  and  Home  Accidents  were 
the  principal  causes.  There  has  been  no  appreciable  variation  in  deaths 
in  this  group  over  the  past  1 6 years.  The  annual  number  has  varied 
from  2 (lowest)  to  8 (highest),  with  an  average  of  4 to  8.  Considerably 
more  fatal  accidents  occur  in  the  Home  than  on  the  roads,  yet  little 
publicity  on  prevention  propaganda  is  given  to  Home  accidents. 

Infectious  Diseases  - 

Apart  from  6 cases  of  Measles  and  6 cases  of  Tuberculosis,  no 
other  Infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
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The  absence  of  Whooping-cough,  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis 
in  particular,  is  very  gratifying. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  but  the  general  picture  in  respect  of  this  disease  over 
the  past  15  years,  has  been  one  of  fairly  rapid  decline.  There  is  still 
a hard  core  of  Tuberculosis,  but  on  a very  much  smaller  scale  than  10-1 5 
years  ago. 


The  Immunisation  campaign  in  the  County  is  going  strongly  in 
respect  to  Whooping-cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox 
and  Tuberculosis. 

General  Hygiene  & Sanitation  - 

There  were  no  major  sanitary  problems  in  the  District.  The 
Council  has  an  excellent  record  in  Housing,  Water  Supplies,  Drainage, 
Public  Cleansing  and  other  fields  of  Environmental  Hygiene. 

The  routine  sampling  of  milk  and  water  has  largely  gone  over  to 
other  bodies.  The  Council,  through  its  staff,  practically  obtained 
perfection  in  the  hygienic  production  of  water  and  milk.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  these  other  bodies  now  responsible  will  maintain  the  same  high 
standard  in  the  District. 

The  advent  of  the  Oil  Companies  to  the  District  has  brought  some 
extra  problems,  i.e.  oil  pollution,  atmospheric  pollution,  etc.,  but 
these  are  relatively  minor,  so  far,  and  with  good-will  on  all  sides  should 
be  reduced  to  a minimum. 

Conclusion  - 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Officer  and  his  staff  for  the  efficient  running  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Also  to  the  Officers  and  staff  of  other  departments  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation. 

Finally  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  courtesy  and  consideration  throughout  another  year.

The  General  Birth  Rate  remained  substantially  the  same  as 
for  the  previous  year,  and  was  2 per  thousand  higher  than  the  National 
Rate.  The  District  Birth  Rate  has  been  consistently  high  over  the 
past  1 6 years. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Still  Births  over  the 
preceding  year.  There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  Illegitimate 
Births. 


The  General  Death  Rate  was  slightly  higher  than  1961,  but 
still  lower  than  the  National  Rate. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
attributable  to  Cancer,  but  the  Cancer  death  rate  compares  favourably 
with  the  National  Rate. 

There  was  an  increase  in  Accidental  deaths,  accounted  for  by 
4 road  accidents. 

Mortality  from  Tuberculosis  remained  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year. 

The  number  of  Infant  deaths  decreased  considerably  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  District  Infant  Mortality  Rate  compares  favourably 
with  the  National  Rate.

11.  Rehousing  and  Overcrowding 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Thirty-nine  cases  of  overcrowding  based  on  bedroom 
accommodation  were  relieved  during  the  year  including  four  families 
moved  from  small  to  larger  houses. 


Little  statutory  overcrowding  exists  in  the  town,  but  some 
twenty- two  cases  of  bedroom  overcrowding  existed  at  31st  December,  1962.

Included  in  this  total  are  66  applications  for  Old  Age  Pensioners 
bungalows  and  flats.  The  demand  for  such  accommodation  from  occupants 
not  only  of  Council  houses  but  private  dwellings  is  increasing  and  by 
meeting  this  demand  existing  houses  can  be  released  for  occupation  by 
young  families. 


13»  Flatlets  for  Single  Persons 

Six  bed/ sitting  room  flatlets  have  been  provided  for  occupation 
by  single  people  during  the  year. 
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Twenty- two  discretionary  improvement  grants  were  completed 
during  the  year  costing  the  Council  £4?255»12s.10d.  The  improvements 
included  the  provision  of  "bathrooms,  hot  water  systems,  kitchens,  food 
stores,  and  additional  bedrooms „ Ten  standard  grants  amounting  to 
£1 ,01 1 „0s.2d.  were  paid  during  the  year.  Three  of  the  discretionary 
grants  and  four  of  the  standard  grants  are  in  respect  of  tenanted 
houses;  the  remainder  are  in  respect  of  owner/occupied  properties. 


Since  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme  commenced  in  1949?  one  hundred 
and  eighty- two  properties  have  been  improved  by  discretionary  grants 
and  fifteen  by  standard  grants.  Out  of  this  total  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  all  but  twenty -nine  are  owner  occupied.  However,  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  as  a result  of  the  introduction  of  the  Council's 
differential  rent  scheme  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1956, 
a number  of  Council  house  tenants  who  were  paying  the  top  rent,  bought 
properties  and  had  them  brought  up  to  standard  by  means  of  improvement 
grants. 


In  addition,  the  Council  owns  twelve  houses  which  have  been 
purchased  and  improved  by  means  of  grants  and  all  these  properties 
are  let. 


Whilst  the  Council  gives  every  encouragement  to  house  owners 
to  improve  properties  which  lack  the  essential  amenities,  one  wonders 
whether  the  fact  that  the  maximum  grant  of  £400  f^r  discretionary  grants 
has  not  been  raised  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1949  has 
deterred  many  landlords  and  owner  occupiers  from  carrying  out  improvements 
due  to  higher  tendering  by  building  contractors  caused  by  increased 
costs  of  materials  and  labour. 

1 5»  Housing  Loans 

Fifty-four  loans  were  granted  under  the  Housing  Act,  1958,  for 
house  purchases  amounting  to  £76,068  and  six  loans  totalling  £805 
were  made  for  repairs  and  alterations  to  houses.

Milk  Sampling 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960,  the 
County  Council  became  the  licensing  authority  for  issuing  Milk  Dealers' 
licences.  The  licensing  authority  became  responsible  for  milk 
sampling  after  1st  October,  I960.

Source  of  Supply 


The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven  is  the 
Prescelly  gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire.  The  water 
is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather  acid.  It  is 
impounded  in  a reservoir  of  160,000,000  gallons  capacity. 


After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by 
routine  sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before  and  after 
treatment.

The  average  daily  consumption  in  the  town  was  575*000  gallons.
